Conftantinople, O&. 12. There has happened a very 
fuddea, unexpeéted and great Revolution here, 
which was begun by a fingle Janizary, who pretend 
ed to be a Prophet, and faid he had a Vifion ,; That 
the Wars againft the Emperor of the Chriftians 
and the Petfians have been very fatal to the Otto- 
main Empire and Religion, by the Indolence of the 
Sultan, and the ill Condué of the Vizier: That 
thefe had granted feveral confiderable Provinces to 
the Enemies, which had coft much Blood of the 
Muoflulmans, aad that this Ceffion had been made 
coatrary to the exprefs Tenor of the Alcoran : 
That the Empire and Religion of the Turks would 
expire, if the Sultan Achmet continved on the 
Throne, and the Grand Vizier and che other Mini- 
fters inthe Government. The fis ft Day this, Jani- 
wary had not many Adherents, a.d the Miniftry 
might have ftifled che Revolt, ifthey would, but 
that Night and the Day following, the Faétion in- 
creafed to that Degree, that the Rebels came before 
the Seraglio, and demanded the Heads of the three 
prime Mintiters, which the Sultan, after a long 
_Refufal, at laft fenttothem. The Grand Vizier 
feeing he covld no longer refift them, took Poifon, 
which he, it feems, always carried about him. The 
Rebels, not conteat with having the Heads of the 
faid Minaifters, demanded Entrance into the Sera- 
glio, to lay hold of other bad Counfellors, and to 
punish them as they deierved ; but this being de- 
nied them, a defperate Rencounter eufued, and 
the Reb<Is having forced the Gates, they mafla- 
cred 700 Perfons, but they fhut up in the Old Se- 
raglio the Sultan, his Sons, and his Wives, and 
advanced the Sultan Machmut to the Throne, Son 
of the depofed Sultan’s Brother, who had been de- 
pofed in 1703. Atter this they fent a Chiaus to the 
Army in syria, toarreft and bring hither the el- 
deft Son of the confiued Sultan, who was left with 
the Command of the Army, when his Father re- 
turned hither. The Author of this Revolution af- 
terwards disbanded his People, ard caufed to be re 
ftored to the Inhabitants all that had been takea 
from them, fothat in 3 Days time al] was as quiet 
as ifthere had not happened the leaft Commotion.
